If the starting-gate were given a 
trial, better results might. possibly 
be obtained provided aur focal 
riders could spare the time for 
schooling ponies at the gate.

“flying starts” being tabooed—they 
are not allqwed in accordance. with 
the ene Jockey Club Rules 
of Racing. 

Mr. H. E. Morriss has pressented 
a starting gate to the Kiangwan 
race Club in Shanghai and should 
it prove successful there, it may be 
generally adopted. Its installation’ 
is sure to meet with opposition in 
certain quarters, Even in England 
opinion Is still divided as to its 
superiority tothe flag, but certainly 
it deserves a trial, Colonel Hall 
Brutton toldme that he was in fav- 
our of the gate being given a trial:
